CUMBERLAND ROAD. 


The Only Pike Ever Built by the 
National Government—Kcep it on the 
Map. 
In the winning of the West and its 
settlement by a sturdy race of cour- 
ageous and hard-working men and 
women roads have played an important 
and a picturesque part. In this State 


vhile the old Santa Fe trail is never 
nie tioned, but it serves to bring to 
mind ‘he vast army of adventurers and 
settlers who have passed along its his- 
toric course and raised the dust. 
These thoroughfares have a senti- 
mental as well as practical interest in 
what is called the Far West, but there 
is another road over which plodded or 
oo thousands to the Middle West, 
witch is deserving of so much atten- 
tion and indeed may fairly claim to be 
the “National Pike.“ This is what is 
known as the Cumberland Road. It 
passes through several States and 
served a great purpose in contributing 
to the opening of the Middle West. 
Thousands of the old-timers of Call- 
fdrnia, the pioneers of pioneers, passed 
over one or another section of this 
highway on their way to this magic 
land. The Cumberland Road has an 
additional claim on our interest be- 
cause it is the only highway ever’ built 
by the Federal government. It starts 
at Cumberland, Md., and extends to 
Vandalia, III., a distance of over 800 
miles. It was the great emigrant route 
over which thousands traveled in 
creaking prairie schooners or in lighter 
rigs from the Atlantic States to the 
rich lands “beyond the horigon:” which 
beckoned our grandfathers to give up 
lives of comfort in the East to see what 
lay. beyond the mountains and the 
great rivers. 
The National Pike” was begun in 
1806, but as government enterprises 
were as tardy of completion then as 
now, in fact more so, it was not until 
1840 that it was finished. The Federal 
authorities, whatever other sins may 
be charged against them, always be- 
lieve in having a thing done well, and 
this thoroughfare was finely construct- 
ed. It may be said to rival the old 
Roman roads of Europe, some of which 
are in existence today. So ably was it 
built that it is still spoken of as an 
example of the best in road-making. 
Government enterprises are’ usually 
very costly; so it was with the Cumber- 
land Road. It was originally planned 
to build it from the. proceeds of the sale 
of public lands, but in the thirty-four 
years of construction the Federal gov- 
ernment was compelled to add to this 
fund and to make additional appropri- 
ations of not less than $6,821,000. Vast 
as is this amount, it cannot be consid- 
ered as wasted as the road helped to 
make smoother the traveling of so 
many thousands who followed the star 
of empire westward and it still remains 
as a monument to its’ builders. 
Westerners can agree with the cry 
that the great “National Pike,” having 
done its share in national development, 
deserves perpetuation as the first and 
greatest monument of American road 
building on scientific principles. Good 
Roads Associations throughout the 
country are being appealed to to join 
in a movement which has as its ob- 
ject the restoration of this road to its 
old-time glory. It is further urged 
that the ancient thoroughfare should 
be preserved in such a condition as to 
serve as the model highway of the 
United States. That this view appeals 
to some of the States through which 
the 800 miles extend is shown by the 
fact that Pennsylvania recently has 
restored to its former excellence the 
portion of the highway within its 
borders and sections: of Ohio are fol- 
lowing the example. So far the matter 
has not been ta up in the latter re- 
gions as a State affair, Various coun- 
ties are acting on their own Initiative 
without any concerted action. Thus 
Clark county has set apart funds to 
put in first-class shape the stretch of 
twenty-five miles which comes under 
its jurisdiction. Other counties are be- 
ing asked to “go and do likewise.” The 
object is a worthy one; certainly the 
original good road” should be kept on 
the map, and should be made what its 
name implies.

Eve, the sun should set In a clear sky, 
there will presently gleam through the 


degrees above the place where the sun 
sank below the horizon, a reddish star 
of a brightness nearly equal to that of 
Sirtus in the eastern sky. 1 
That star is the planet Mercury, 
which happens to be at its greatest 
elongation, or distance from the sun, to- 
day. From thie date it will rapidly 
approach the sun and in a very few 
days be lost in his rays. Some weeks 
later it will reappear just before sun- 
rise, when it will be advancing to- 
wards its greatest westerr elongation. 
Mercury is in many respects a very 
interesting planet, and yet we know 
less of its physical aspects than we 

of our nearer neighbors, Venus and 
Mars. Its mean distance from the sun 
is 36,000,000 miles, but it moves in a 
very eccentrieamrbit/ so that at perihe- 
lion it is only 23,500,000 miles from that 
body, while in the opposite portion of 
its orbit it is 43,000,000 miles distant. 
Thus it is subject to ¢ changes of 
temperature, receiving t as much 
light and heat at the nearest approach 
t the sun as it does at the opposite 
part of its orbit. On account of 
proximity to the gun it is compelled to 
move with great velocity to avoid fall- 
ing into that pally and being swallowed 
up in its enérmous bulk as a pebbie 
would disappear in a lake. 
in its orbit with the amazing velocity 
of thirty-two miles per a 
completes its revolution round the sun 
in the short period of eighty-cight 
days. 

How large is Mereury? If you should 
add about 1000 miles to the diameter 
of the moon it would be as large as 
Mercury, but not as heavy, for Mer- 
cury has nearly the specific gravity of 
the earth, which is the heaviest plan- 
et, in proportion to its size in the solar 

. But we know very little 
the other physical characteristics of 
Mercury always presents the same face 
period of its rotation on its axis. It 
was formerly supposed to be twenty- 
four hours, but the present consensus 
of opinion among astronomers is that 
Mercury always presents the sane face 
to the sun, and therefore revolves on 
its axis only once in the Mercurian 
year,: behaving in that respect just as 
our moon does in tts monthly revolu- 

nd the earth. 

ury seems to be bereft of its 
here, if it ever had any. This 
might be accounted for by the enor- 
mous power of the sun's attraction at 
that distance, and by the fact that the 
holding power of the little planet 
would be only about one-twentieth that 
of the earth. These two factors com- 
bined would tend to denude the little

Spaldsbury, who re- 
futes the charge that Indians on the 
reservation are on the verge of starva- 
tion and are begging food from white 
ranchers. He states that there is not 
a case of unsupplied need there, and 
has not been since he wails placed in 
e of the reservation. Among 
the Indians, as among the white com- 
munities. there are certain ones who 
are able bodied and intelligent enough 
to earn their own living, but who 
are only too glad to bea help rather 
than rustle for themselves. These 
are not needy, for they will work and 
make their living if compelied to do 
so. The government, he says, Will not 
ald these people, as it would be a 
detriment to them rather than a help.

of the Name—It Means Blind. 


Although ever since the days of Ro- 
man supremacy there have been more 
Cecilias, Cicilys and Cegilys than 
there have been Cecils, yet the great- 
est bearer of this name in modern 
times was a man. 

Several women of the present time 
have brought distinction to the name 
—among them Cecilia Beaux, the 
Philadelphia portrait painter, and 
Cissie Loftus, popular actress. Some 
day another woman of the name may 
bring it greater fame than it has ever 
before had; for the Crown Princess of 
Germany, who will some day be em- 
press, is named Cecilia. Yet none of 
them has yet equaled in fame and ac- 
complishment the “Napoleon of South 
Africa,” Cecil Rhodes. 

If Cecil Rhodes had not been in dell- 
cate health when he was a young 
man, it is poselble that he never 
would have made his name famous in 
the Dark Continent. He was the 
youngest son of a well-to-do English 
gentleman, and because of poor 
health was unable to finish his uni- 
versity course. The doctors pre- 
scribed South Africa, and the young 
man took their advice. 


He reached Kimberley at the height 
ef the diamond excitement there. 
Within four years, by wise specula- 
tion, he had increased a few pounds 
to more than a million pounds. Be- 
fore his death, several years ago, -he 
had made not only his fortune, but 
his fame, greater protests than any 
others in Africa. Rhodes scholar- 
ships have helped make his name one 
of the best known in the world.

HOW CLOUDS ARE COLORED. 


The color of a cloud depends on the manner in which 
the sunlight falls upon it and the position of the ob- 
server. It will be noticed that high clouds are always 
white, or light in color, and this is because the light by 
which they are seen is reflected from the under sur- 
face by the numberless drops of moisture which go to 
form the cloud. | : 

Heavy rain clouds, on the other hand, are found much 
nearer the earth, and so the light falls on them more 
directly from above, giving a silver lining to the cloud, 
though the under surface appears black, owing to the 
complete reflection and absorption of the light by the 
upper layers. Seen from above by an observer in a

Christian Anniversary. 
THE EVOLUTION OF THE CHRISTMAS 
FESTIVAL FROM PAGAN RITES. 


B Julia H. Wohlfarth, . 


HE magic word “Christmas” never fails to take 
back our thoughts to that glad day nearlf 2000 
years ago when the angels’ song of “Peace on 
earth, good will to men!” echoed over the far Judean 
hills. But strange though it seem, the midwinter fes- 
tival which we celebrate so joyously was already an 
ancient institution when Christ was born in the manger 


@ 


In three distinct parts of Europe, pagan races cele- 
brated a December festival with feasting and merri- 
ment. On the sea-girt isle of Britain, the Druids kept 
the feast of the winter solstice; The longest of the 
many jong winter nights haa com and gone, and grate- 
ful hearts throbbed with férvent thanks for lengthén- 
ing days. The most sacred symbol of the Druid reli- 


cember 21 the priests sought the beautiful parasite, and 
when fortunate enough to find it, à white-robed priest 
climbed the sacred tree and cut ‘mistletoe with a 
golden sickle never before used, allowing it to fal into 
the outstretched robe of another priest. With great re- 


uted to the worshipers, while at other times they were 


the decoction. Those so favored were believed to be 
immune from sickness or death throughout the follow- 
ing year. 

A very pretty legend accounts for this faith in the 
healing power of the mistletoe. In that land of bleak, 
cold winters, when trees and shrubs cast off their foll-' 
age, the evergreen mistletoe provided almost the only 
shelter for the fairies which peopled every wood. So 


the wonderful healing powers upon the sheltering plant. 
Curiously enough, the Germans have practically the 
same legend regarding the holly. ss 3 

After the Saxon hordes came to England, and the re- 
ligion of the Druids gradually disappeared, many of its 
ceremonies were adopted by the heathen conquerors. 
The search for the mistletoe was among these, and so 
it came about that reverence for the evergreen plant 
with its waxy berries became engrafted on the 
religion! which found its home in England. 

But the fierce tribes of Angles, Jutes, and Saxons 
brought with them a midwinter festival of their own. 
They were all branches of the same hardy race which 
inuabited Scandinavia, Denmark and Germany, and 
it was their custom also to celebrate the time of the 
winter solstice with feasting and revelry. . 

The longest night of the year was known as “Mother 
Night,” and there was great rejoicing because on the 
following morning the sun, which had gone so far away 
from them, would begin his return journey. They 
called the festival the Feast of Yuletide, or Wheeltide, 
because the sun rolled like a wheel through the sky. 
Even in the most ancient times, the Yuletide festival,

The crowning feature of the Yuletide feast was the 
roasted boar’s head.

® all obligations throughout the year. The head was 
then carved by some individual celebraetd for his . 
strength or his courage. The feast concluded with the 
drinking of t draughts of mead from cups some 
times made of the skulls of their enemies. . : 

Another feature of the Saxon festival was the buru- % 
ing of the Yule wheel. A massive wheel, wound with 
straw, was set afire and rolled from the top of a high 
bill into the water. It reminded the onlookers of the 
sun which rolled ecross the sky bringing light and” 
warmth and fruitage in its wake. 4 3 

When the Saxon conquerors came to England, they 
continued to celebrate the Yuletide festival. The Y 
wheel became a Yule log, and just as the Saxons had 
borrowed some of their festal customs from the Druids,

the early Christian missionaries encoufaged the 

practice.

He also told 

them to encourage the Anglo-Saxon habit of killing and 

eating a large number of oxen Yuletide, teaching 

them te do it to the glory of God Father instead of 


uin honor of the devil, as formerly. 


On the first Christmas after his arrival in England. , 
Augustin baptized many thousands of the Saxons, but 
permitted the usual celebration of the day, stipulating 


omer that pagan and Christian should not mingle in the 


dance. At the close of the festival great bowls of mead 
were drunk to the Virgin and the saints as formerly 


they had been drunk to Odin and Thor. 


For hundreds of years the Yule log, originating — * 


un worship, was turned in Christian England, and the 


burning of spirits about the Christmas pudding is sup- ‘ 
posed to have a similar origin and significance. The 
Yule log has now been displaced by the Christmas tree, 
but even in Queen Victoria's time, the boar’s head never 
failed to grace the royal board on Christmas Day. 

While the Roman monks were Christians, they, too, 
aftided to the Christmas festival features borrowed from 
their Own: pagan ancestors. When Emperor Constan- 
tine embraced Christianity, he found that customs could 
not be changed in a day. While theref the Saturng- 
lia gave place to Christmas in name to a certain . 
extent in spirit; its ceremonies and revelries were pre- 
served well-nigh intact. 

In the twilight preceding historic times, the god Sat ; 
Urn was expelled from Olympus by his sons. Going to 
Italy, he became the guiding spirit of the rude, uncivil- 
ized people inhabiting that peninsula. The desolate 
fields burst into richest fruitage; law and order suc- 
ceeded anarchy, and presently Italy enjoyei a season of 
peace and prosperity ever since known as the Golden 

we. Later, when enemies appeared and troublous _ 
times dawned for the Romans, they established an an- 
nual feast in commemoration of the Golden Age. Like 
the feasts of the Druids and Saxons, the Roman feast, 
known as the Saturnalia, was also celebrated in late De- 
cember. 

The Saturnalia ushered in an annual-reign of peace. 
All labor was suspended, no criminal was executed, and 
no war declared. It was also a time of universal free- 
dom. For six flays slaves wore badges of freedom, and 
sat at table with their masters, jesting and feasting in 
utter forgetfulness of their ordinary relations. The 
temples of Saturn were decorated with wreaths and ta- 
pers and holly. indeed, the holly was dedicated to 
Saturn, and then as now was a symbol of peace and 
good WI. Even in very ancient times, a sprig of holly . 
was attached to parcels containing gifts. | 

After Saturn had given place to the Prince of Peace 
and superstition to truth, it was not strange that many 
of these customs were perpetuated. With the Roman 
missionaries they found their way to the remotest 
bounds of the Roman empire 


the Saturnalia, gradually becoming 
Druid and Yuletide customs. Today all Christian - 
nations celebrate the most sacred of their re- 
ligious festivals with some rites which, formerly 
pagan, have been so long associated with the glad 
Christmas time that their origin occurs to us. 

Who ever thinks of the Saturnalia when attaching a 
sprig of holly to the gift of a loved one, or what good 
housewife muses on sun worship when triumphantly | 
bearing the blazing pudding to the festal board? The. 

old has given place to the new, and we rejoice that no 
trace remains of the unspeakable carousals which 
formed a part of all of the heathen feasts. No jarring 
element survives to mar the joyous day to

{London Daily Mail: To the Greeks, if we are 6 
believe Duckett Forriman, the art of making a home is 
unktown, which does not necessarily mean that the men 
of Hellas lack the notion of home“ or dislike it. They 
understand home life otherwise than we do, that is all. 

“One may meet with exquisite cleanliness,” Mr. Ferri- 
man states, wich beautifully embroidered bed lines 
scented with rosemary, but never with what we mean 
by cosiness. -The Greeks are far less in their houses 
than we are, and when they are at home they appear 
to spend most of their time in looking out of the win- 
dow. They are not given to inviting their friends te 
their houses. it is not that they are niggardly, for they 
will gladly entertain you at a restaurant at far greater 
cost to themselves. But it does not enter into their 
ideas to ask you home to dinner, even after an acquaint- 
ance of many years. 

“They do not ask each other, so it can hardly be en- 
pected that they should make an exception in the case 
of foreigners. The cafe is a second home to them. 
There they meet friends and gossip. That is one rea- 
son, perhaps, why they dislike country life. 

“it offers no alternative to the home; there the 
hearth is the sociai center, while in town it is the cafe. 
In Athens those who do not own the house they dwell 
in, seldom remain long in the same abode. Two or 
three years is quite a long tenure. Many people make a 
point of moving every year. . — 

“The imposing facades of Athenian houses conceal 
the most part a bare and comfortless Interior, and a 
well-kept garden is rare. A garden is not made 
in a year, and a person who changes his residence every — 
twelve months does not want to be troubled with much | 
furniture, nor is he particular as to its arrangement, 
seeing that it will be carted away in a few months, 

Home life has no resources for the Greeks as it has 

for us. It affords them little occupation and no amuse- 
ment. They like to eat and drink in crowds, where 
there is noize and movement. Their instincts 
are too gregarious to allow them to appreciate the de 
méstic intimacy which we prize. 

“The day chosen for matriage in Greece is usually 
Sunday, but the day of all days in the year is the Sun- 
day preceding the Christmas fast. It is not fashionable 
now-to de married in church. In Athens the ceremony 
takes place in the house of the bride’s parents, A tem- 
porary altar is set up in the middle of the room. 

“At the conclusion of the ceremony the priest and 
the couple join hands and walk three times around the 
altar, the guests pelting them with comfits. The most 

ceremony is the crowning of the 
bride and bridegroom with wreaths of orange blossom. 
Hence a wedding is popularly called ‘the crowning.’ . 

“Love matriages are rare exceptions. The match is 
made by the parents and relatives rather than by the 
parties principally concerned. There are cer- 
tain established usages which though not legally bind- 
ing, are not to be contravened with impunity. 

“Them it is considered wrong for brothers to marry

marry in order of seniority. - It would not be right for 
a girl t6 be married while she had an elder sister who 
remained single. Thé men of a family are thus natu- 
rally anxious to see their sisters settled, and as a dowry 
is indispensable its provision is often a matter of sert 
ous anxiety and the fruit of great self-denial on the 
part of the brothers if the parents are dead.  - 
“There are cases in which brothers have remained 
unmaried for years and have devoted all their hard- 
earned savings to the dowries of their sisters. Among 
the ‘poorer classes emigration is resorted to not infre- 
quently solely with this object, and many a dowry 
comes to a Greek maiden from across the Atlantic.”

Our Live Oak in History. —

RS. F. H. W., of Indio, writes as follows, touch-

“In a recent article you spoke of sales for poultry 
wings, large feathers, etc. We use the fine feathers for 
pillows, but have been throwing away the wings and tail 
feathers. We think it pays to supply our table with all 
the chickens we can eat. Will you kindly give the ad- 
dress af some one who will buy. these feathers, or tell 
me how I can obtain the address? If there is no one in 
the business in Los Angeles, it seems that some one 
might be encouraged to enter this field. The more we 


Can get out of poultry, the better it will pay. The coun- 


try folk need to send feathers to some one just as they 


send their eggs and poultry to a commission man.” 


We know of no firm making a specialty of curing and 
handling feathers in Los Angeles. The wing and tail 
feathers of certain breeds represent an ornamental 
value, provided they are pure in color and perfect in 
form. There is a limited market for these in Chicago, 
New York and other eastern points. We doubt if any 
sales are possible in Los Angeles, though it would seem 
that something might be developed in the way of utiliz- 
ing this bi-product of the industry.

Handles to Portable Houses. 


” “Several years ago I built a couple of no-floor portable 
houses as recommended by The Times,” writes a corre- 
spondent from Fresno. “I think them great in this 


warm climate, but my hens insisted upon roosting on the 


handles of the houses, they being about the height of 
the regular perches. In summer this did not ‘cut much 


ice, but in winter rains and frosty nights, on house 
handles the hens are subject to cokds. I have, however, 
obviated this by a simple device, and thereby added to 
the value of the original house. Nail a lath in steep 


slant ftom end of handle to side of house above the 


handle, as shown in illustration. Hens cannot perch on 
this slant, while the handle is just‘is useful as ever.”
